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“And when the day of Pentecost was fully come they were all with one accord in one place.’ Acts 2:1. 
Holy Ghost and began to speak with other tongues as the Spirit gave them utterance.”’ Acts 2:4. 


“And they were all filled with the 
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Sinless P ertection By T. P. Douglas 


Text: Matt. 3:1-12. 

John the Baptist taught ‘repentance’ 
(turning from sin), saying, “Bring forth 
therefore ‘fruits’ meet for repentance” 
(i e., to clean up and straighten up their 
lives, and let the world see that there 
has been a definite change in their man- 
ner of living). 

Point 2, V. 10, “And now ‘also’ the 
ax is laid ‘unto the root’ of the tree.” 
Note, sin is likened unto a tree that 
grows and bears fruit. We can only re- 
pent of the sins that we commit; i. e., the 
fruit that the tree of sin bears in our 
lives. But after repentance, this tree, or 
sinful nature, carnal mind, Rom. 8:6-7, 
the flesh, v. 8, our old man, Rom. 6:6, 
is still within our hearts, and must be 
eradicated and our bodies brought into 
subjection to Christ. Col. 3:1-10; 1 Cor. 
9:27. It is therefore necessary that the 
Divine operation by the Holy Ghost, 
with the blood of Jesus, be performed. 
See Heb. 13:12; 1 Thess. 4:3, 7; 1 Pet. 
1:2; 2 Thess. 2:13, also Matt. 3:12. 

In Psalm 51:7, David says, “Purge me 
and I shall be clean, wash me and I shali 
be whiter than snow.” Jesus says, John 
15:2, “Every branch in me..... he 
(the Father) purgeth,” etc. Note that 
the branch is in Christ before purging 
takes place. 

Repentance, an act on our part, brings 
pardon, an act of God, which puts us 
into the heavenly family, thus clearly 
showing that the new birth has taken 
place, and we have become a child of 
God. But God said, “Be ye holy, for I 
am holy.” 1 Pet. 1:15, 16. See Matt. 5: 
48. Then since God is holy, and com- 


mands us to be holy, we must be sanc- 
tified, or purged from our old sinful 
nature. 

Point 3, Matt. 11, John says that Je- 
sus will baptize with the Holy Ghost 
and with fire. This was prophesied 800 
years B. C., promised by our Lord (see 
Joel 2:28), Luke 24:49, fulfilled on the 
day of Pentecost, Acts 2:1-4, promised 
to all believers, Acts 2:37-39. Here is 
the soul pardoned, cleansed and sealed, 
endued, or clothed with power for serv- 
ice. Acts 1:8; Eph. 4:30; Eph. 1:13; 2 
Cor. 1:22. 

In 2 Cor. 5:17 Paul says, “'* any man 
be in Christ Jesus, he is a new creature.” 
The original Greek rendering is, “a new 
creation.” This reminds us of Gen. 1:26, 
27; 5:1; Eccl. 7:29. Man was created in 
a state of ‘holiness’ and continued there- 
in until his fall) when he became a child 
of or follower of the devil, and we, as the 
descendants of a fallen race, partook of 
this sinful nature and we also became 
children of the devil. Note John 8:41-44 
and 1 John 3:8-10. This text distin- 
guishes clearly between the children of 
God and those of the devil, But Rom. 8: 
14 says, “As many as are led by the 
Spirit of God, they are the sons of God.” 
It is very clear that we cannot be the 
sons of God and of the devil both at the 
same time. See Matt. 6:24. Rom. 8:17 
says that the Spirit (Holy Ghost) bears 
witness with our spirit that we are the 
sons of God, also that we have received 
the spirit of adoption, and that we are 
heirs of God and joint heirs (equal 
sharers) with Christ. 

Having reached the state of holiness 


as provided in or by the atonement of 
the blood of Jesus, how long then, and 
to what extent, can we continue therein? 

Note such texts as Titus 2:11-12; 
Luke 1:75; 1 Thess. 5:23. Note that, 
“We are to live ‘soberly’, ‘righteously’, 
and godly (God-like) im this present 
world,” and, “all the days of our life.” 
Furthermore, that, our ‘whole’ (or ‘all 
of our’) spirit, soul and body be pre- 
served (or defended, protected, from in- 
jury or evil, kept secure, upheld and 
sustained) until the coming of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. This is in answer to 
the prayer of Paul, that the very God 
of peace might ‘sanctify’ us ‘wholly’; i 
e., all or every part of our being. 

Heb. 10:1-14. V. 1 says the sacrifice 
and burnt offerings under the law could 
not make the worshippers perfect. 
Verses 5-8 tell us that God, the Father, 
had no pleasure in such sacrifices, and 
that He prepared a body for His Son, 
Jesus, and that He came to this world 
to do the ‘will’ of the Father. This ‘will’ 
is that spoken of in 1 Thess, 4:3, and by 
this ‘will’ we are sanctified by the offer- 
ing of the body of Jesus Christ ‘once’ 
(mote the ‘once’) for all. Note verses 
§, 10 and Heb, 12:13, also v. 14 of Chap. 
10, where he says that “by ‘one’ offering 
he hath perfected forever, them that 
‘are’ sanctified.” Note that it is ‘them 
that are’, and not them that were, or will 
be. Heb. 7:25 says that He is able to 
save (deliver) to the uttermost; i. e., 
perfectly, forever, them that come unto 
God by Him (Jesus). 

Now that we are saved, cleansed, par-

WHAT DOES THE ATONEMENT 
PROVIDE? In the atonement we have 
provided reconciliation. Some tell us that 
reconciliation is the atonement, Not so. 
The atonement is cause and reconcilia- 
tion is effect. The atonement was made 
to God. Man himself must be reconciled 
to God, accepting His plan of redemp- 
tion, meeting His demands and require- 
ments, reconciling himself to God’s will. 

Note what Paul says in 2 Cor. 5:18-20. 
“And all things are of God, who hath 
reconciled us to himself by Jesus Christ, 
and hath given to us the ministry of 
reconciliation; To-wit, that God was in 
Christ, reconciling the world unto him- 
self, not imputing their trespasses unto 
them; and hath committed unto us the 
word of reconciliation. Now then we are 
ambassadors for Christ, as though God 
did beseech you by us; we pray you in 
Christ’s stead, be ye reconciled to God.” 

We also have provided in the atone- 
ment redemption. Atonement and _ re- 
demption differ in object. The atonement 
was offered to God as its object; redemp- 
tion was purchased or procured for man 
as its object. Let us remember that God 
was the offended one, therefore, the 
atonement was offered to God and it 
satisfied Him. Since man is the offender, 
have faith in the 
atonement which was offered to God, and 
as a result of his faith in the atoning 
blood of Jesus the Son of the living God, 
he has redemption from sin. The atone- 
ment is the ground upon which redemp- 
tion is based, therefore, redemption is the 
result derived from the atonement. The 
atonement takes effect by changing the 
relation of God towards the guilty; re- 
demption takes effect by changing the 
relation of the guilty towards God. 

The atonement was completely finished 
on the cross. Hear the words of Jesus 
while lianging on the cross, John 19:30. 
“When Jesus therefore had received the 
vinegar, He said, It is finished; and he 
bowed his head, and gave up the ghost.” 
What is finished? Was the work of re- 
demption finished? No. Is the work of 
redemption finished now? Not by any 
means. But the atonement was complete- 
ly finished on the cross and when Jesus 
said, “It is finished,” He gave up the 
ghost and died. God was satisfied and is 
ready now to blot out the sins of every 
one who will accept His Son Jesus Christ 
as his Savior. Redemption is not com- 
pleted now, nor will it be until the final 
consummation of all things. Listen to 
Paul in the eighth chapter of Romans, 
“For we know that the whole creation 
groaneth and travaileth in pain together 


until now. And not only they, but our- 
selves also, which have the firstfruits of 
the Spirit, even we ourselves groan with- 
in ourselves, waiting for the adoption, to- 
wit, the redemption of our body.” Here 
we find the whole creation groaning, 
good men groaning. Why are _ they 
groaning? What are they waiting for? 
They are waiting for the completion of 
redemption, the redemption of the body. 

Bear in mind, that while salvation be- 
gins at repentence and acceptance of Je- 
sus Christ by faith, it will not be com- 
pleted until the body has been resur- 
rected and reunited with the soul: the 
work of redemption will be in process 
until every mark of sin has been com- 
pletely destroyed and we are ushered out 
into the new heaven and the new earth 
wherein dwelleth rightousness. Lift your 
eyes and behold the awful condition this 
world is in to-day. Hear the mighty 
groans of earth’s inhabitants. Feel the 
quaking of this earth on which we live. 
She trembles, she quivers and her vol- 
canoes belch forth death and destruction. 
The cry of frightened women and chil- 
dren can be heard in the streets as they 
run to and fro, dodging from crumbling 
buildings while the earth is moving with 
a disturbance that only God _ under- 
stands. Think of the great tidal waves, 
rolling and splashing, dashing thousands 
of lives into eternity; storms and cy- 
clones coursing across the country, leav- 
ing behind them the groans of the dying 
besides the millions of dollars damage; 
the lowing of the cattle in the drowth 
stricken areas; the turtle dove’s coo, send- 
ing out a pitiful cfy as a result of sin. 
There is trouble; heartache, disappoint- 
ment, and sorrows on every hand; sick- 
ness, disease and death in the land; fam- 
ines, heat waves, cold waves, accidents, 


murders, kidnaping, until the whole 
world is groaning. 
Yea, and God’s people are groaning 


under the load of disease, death and suf- 
fering on account of the awfulness of 
sin, but they are waiting for something. 
What is it they are waiting for? What is 
it their very soul is longing for? They 
are waiting for the complete redemption 
of the body. The remedy for sin has been 
completed, the result of this remedy de- 
pends upon our faith in the atonement 
and our acceptance of Jesus Christ as 
our personal Savior. Right to-day, though 
I am sitting here in a warm, cozy room 
by a good fire, beholding the surround- 
ings with all their beauty, yet the 
thought of existing conditions mars, to 
an extent, the enjoyment that otherwise 
would be mine. 

I think of war-torn Spain to-day, with 
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all its blood-shed, murders and destruc- 
tion of property, also other nations fast 
becoming involved in this great conflict. 
I think of oppression everywhere, distress 
and perplexity, a struggle for existence 
in many places. I think of those who 
have died in the faith. Are they sovl- 
sleeping? No, No. John said he heard 
the souls of them that were slain for the 
word of God, and for the testimony 
which they held, crying, “How long, O 
Lord, holy and true, dost thou not judge 
and avenge our blood on them that dwell 
on the earth?” There is that intense de- 
sire of the soul to be reunited with the 
body, a body that has been redeemed by 
the precious blood of Jesus. 

From redemption we understand par- 
don of sins. In Colossians 1:12-14, Paul 
says, “Giving thanks unto the Father, 
which hath made us meet to be partakers 
of the inheritance of the saints in light. 
Who hath delivered us from the power of 
darkness, and hath translated us into the 
kingdom of His dear Son. In whom we 
have redemption through His blood, the 
forgiveness of sins, according to the riches 
of his grace.” Here we see that forgive- 
ness of sins is brought about through the 
blood of Jesus Christ, the atonement of- 
fered to God. Some contend that there 
is no blood required in the forgiveness of 
sins. My brother, the whole plan of re- 
demption of mankind and of the earth is 
hinged in the atoning blood of the Son 
of God. We are redeemed, not by silver 
and gold or corruptible things, but with 
the precious blood of Christ. He is the 
precious Lamb without blemish and 
without spot. 

Bloodless religion will not get you 
through the pearly gates. Infidels and 
atheists mock and scorn Christianity for 
declaring that the redemption of the 
world was purchased by blood; they say 
we have a slaughterhouse religion, and 
that the captain of our salvation was 
crucified on a cross and went into a 
gtave. Well, thanks be to God, we will 
cling tenaciously to the fundamental 
principles of the Bible, and we will con- 
tinue to preach that life and salvation 
was purchased with the price of blood. 
What if our Lord and Master did go in- 
to the grave? thank God, it is a broken 
grave; the powers of death could not hold 
Him. Ah! The immaculate Son of God 
came forth a conquering hero over death 
hell, and the grave. And now He sits at 
the right hand of the Father, making in- 
tercessions for us. 

From redemption we also understand 
sanctification. In the 17th chapter of 
John we have recorded a prayer that Je-

“Brethren, my heart’s desire and 
prayer to God for Israel is that they 
might be saved,” Rom. 10:1. 

Here Paul is expressing his longing for 
the salvation of Israel. This, of course, 
was many years after the crucifixion. 
Paul could see the danger and destruc- 
tion that was sure to come to the unbe- 
lieving Jews. It seems from the latest 
hapnenings in Palestine that thousands of 
immigrants are coming into the country 
from almost every nation. There are 
among them many true Orthodox Jews 
who believe in God and the Old Testa- 
ment. They have no desire, as a general 
rule, to hear about Jesus but they are 
still looking for their coming Messiah, al- 
though they are teachable, many of 
them. Most of them are well educated 
and are well versed in modern material- 
ism and philosophy. They revolt against 
receiving religious training from the 
Protestant missionaries, while some of 
them are receiving the truth of God. On 
the other hand, there are many in their 
ranks who do not believe the Bible. They 
rather associate themselves with modern- 
istic ideas and are returning to their 
homeland for the advantages that they 
find in this wonderful country. It is 
said that some of them are rank infidels 
or communists. It should be the prayer 
of every Christian that God will shed 
light upon their pathway and that His 
messengers over there may wield an in- 
fluence over them for it is God’s will for 


them to be saved.

THEIR HEART CRIED UNTO THE 
LORD 

“Their heart cried unto the Lord, O 
wall of the daughter of Zion, let tears 
run down like a river day and night: 
give thyself no rest; let not the apple of 
thine eye cease,” Lam. 2:18. 

Jeremiah was here lamenting over the 
condition of Israel. At this time Israel 
was in a serious condition. They had left 
off to follow God and it is said that 


Zerubbabel, their great leader, was fin- 
ishing the temple. He was to bring forth 
the headstone and finish the building so 
that it would shine with all of its beauty. 
But Jeremiah looked beyond this temple 
to the spiritual condition of Israel and 
we feel that this verse has a present-day 
application. It was through the leaders of 
the British government that they re- 
ceived an assignment to their homeland 
and it is believed by many historians that 
the English armies were under divine 
guidance in capturing this from the 
Turks.

Putting all the 
prophecies in the Bible together, we can 
see that these men have been used in 
bringing to pass God’s divine will con- 
cerning His people and their return to 
Palestine. The Arabs have been in pos-

their land. 


GIVE THYSELF NO REST 


Here the prophet seems to enter into 
the distress of the Jews as they wail art 
the wall, not only for deliverance from 
the oppression of the enemies round 
about them, but for their Deliverer, It is 
said that the Jews have been forbidden 
to wail at this wall recently on account 
of the decayed condition and cracks that 
seem to bespeak a collapse, so there is a 
rope stretched to keep them from get- 
ing too close to the wall. The wailing 
wall is mentioned in Lam. 2:18. 

We wonder why God has, at this time, 
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permitted men to oppose the praying at 
this special place. It is said that the Jews 
in wailing look toward the mount of 
Olives which is toward Jerusalem on the 
east. It is pitiful to think that the spirit 
of the enemy is so mastered against the 
forces of God to set at naught God’s 
Word and blur the meaning of prophecy, 
but our God who ruleth all things, will, 
in time, overthrew this opposition and 
bring to pass His will concerning His 
people. It is said that many of the grain 
fields, ripe and ready for harvest last 
year, were set afire. On rising in the 
morning, those who had labored faith- 
fully for wheat or barley to sustain life, 
would behold all the labors of their hands 
in ashes. This is none other than the 
working powers of the enemy to defeat 
the things that have been prophesied, and 
this increases the prayer at the wailing 
wall as they pray for a better day to 
dawn. 

One of these days the Sun of right- 
eousness will rise and will light the 
whole skies, Mal. 4:2. According to 1 
Thess. 4:13-17, Jesus will come on the 
clouds of heaven and there will be a 
mighty wailing and mourning through- 
out the land. Those who are ready will 
take their flight to meet Him but this 
will not bring the Jews into full com- 
munion with Christ for they will be de- 
ceived by Antichrist during the tribula- 
tion week, Dan. 9:27. In the final con- 
flict they will accept Jesus as their Mes- 
siah and will give their lives for the 
truth. 

The conflict that is now going on in 
Palestine is a very deplorable one but it 
will finally cause the expulsion of the 
Turks from Palestine and bring the land 
into full possession of the Jews. In the 
beginning of the tribulation they will be 
fully established and recognized as a na- 
tion.

THE OUTLOOK OF THE WORLD 
TODAY CONCERNING PEACE 
“For when they shall say, Peace and 

safety; then sudden destruction cometh 

upon them, as travail upon a woman 
with child; and they shall not escape,” 

1 Thess, 5:3. 

Every nation in the world has some 
plan by which they hope to maintain 
peace. It seems that the World Peace 
Conference has never been able to reach 
a conclusion that would satisfy every 
nation. In Italy’s disturbance with Ethi- 
opia, the efforts put forth by the Peace 
Conference to settle their trouble was a 
complete failure. Italy walked over ev- 
ery'demand and satisfied her bloodthirsty 
desire by crushing out and killing thou- 
sands of Ethiopia’s innocent people, and 
since Italy has conquered Ethiopia the en-

We cannot bless the members of our 
families with saving grace; we may not 
be able to convince, convert or sanctify 
them; but we can use those means 
which, under God, are most likely to be 
effective in producing these all-important 
results. 

1. We must establish family order and 
discipline. And what kind of a Christian 
home is it without this? 

The merchant, the professional man, 
the student all have a system. The 
gardener does not throw out his seed at 
random, or leave the furrows open or the 
ground uncultivated, or with no fence or 
care. Every family should be wisely or- 
dered and with proper regulations, each 
should know his place and keep it. In 
some homes the children rule, in some 
there is no rule at all. To have happiness 
in such homes would be a miracle indeed. 
From such come boys and girls who are 
ruined, spoiled and become a pest to 
society. There must be order and disci-

pline. Tempers, dispositions, and actions 
must be brought under restraint, and if 
need be punished. Many are ruined 
through indulgence. I do not plead for 
the instant use of the rod, but for the 
due use of authority, and parental con- 
trol. Eli’s sin was “his sons made them- 
selves vile, and he restrained them not.” 

2. We must regularly maintain family 
worship. God has declared that His curse 
rests upon the families who call not upon 
His name. Joshua said, “As for me and 
my house we will serve the Lord.” 
“David returned to bless his household.” 
Family worship should include reading 
the Word of Ged, prayer and praise. It 
should be regular. It should be simple and 
short, and should include the whole fam- 
ily. Singing sometimes makes it more in- 
teresting. 

3. We should show the reality and 
spirit of the gospel before our families. 
Our examples should lead the way. We 
must take them with us, nothing (Can 
give a more utter distaste to our \re- 
ligion than to show a quarrelsome or se 


ish spirit before our families and then try * 


to get quiet to go through the form of 
real worship. How much better to leave 
in the minds of the young thoughts of 
kindness, patience and love, rather than 
such home scenes of some, and_ these 
things they can never forget. 

4. Our prayers should be earnest and 
determined for our household. If we are 
called to pray for all men, how much 
more for our own loved ones under our 
own roof? We should surely feel this a 
duty and a delight. And most certainly 
as we labor for the salvation of our 
own, we will pray with purpose that it 
shall be accomplished. 

§. It is the duty of Christian parents 
to provide means of religious instruction 
and public worship for their children. 
They should have instilled into them 
habits of reverence for divine things. We 
should be sure that they know the es- 
sentials of salvation, what it means to 
repent, believe on the Lord Jesus Christ 
and to conform heart and life to the will 
of God. They should be taught the evils 
of trashy books and papers, and worldly 
associations, as well as the importance of 
the constant use of the means of grace.

OBEDIAH—GODLY FROM YOUTH 

“But I thy servant fear the Lord from 
my youth,” Obediah. I Kings 18:12. 

Obediah was an official in the house 
of wicked, backslidden King Ahab. Evi- 
dently there was little reverence for Je- 
hovah anywhere. The king was serving 
Baal with a high hand. But how refresh- 
ing to find a few who are true to God 
at a time like this. 

1. Let us notice that Obediah, though 
so closely associated with the wicked 
king, yet fears Jehovah the true God. 
Nothing can obscure God from the vis- 
ion of that man who wants nothing but 
God. 

2. That fear of God regulated the 
whole life and thought of this young 
man, it stamped and marked him for 
truth and righteousness. And so every 
God-fearing man stands out against the 
world and its spirit. 

3. Obediah risked the consequences of 
standing on the side of the prophet of 
God. There were possibilities of suffering 
and loss. There is always a consideration 
in taking sides with God. The world “‘is 
not a friend to grace”, but bars the way 
of those who would walk with God. 

4, Obediah was ever conscious of the 
evils about him and regulated his con- 
duct accordingly. That Christian who 
does not make provision to meet the dif- 
ficulties and irregularities of the way, 
may be easily upset. 

5. “From his youth” meant that his 
life had been spent in the fear of God. 
How comforting to look back over years 
spent in God’s service.

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Looked to the Lord for Help 

Dear saints, I praise my King for His 
goodness to me and my family, On Sept. 
6, 1936 four of my girls were in a car 
wreck. All of them were hurt some but 
two of them were hurt worse than the 
others. One was hurt in the back of her 
head and she could not keep a thing on 
her stomach, but prayer brought her 
through. The other one was bruised bad- 
ly. She had a broken arm also. 


Well, I had never been through a test 
like that, so I looked up to my Lord for 
help and He came to help when I needed 
Him most. My daughter’s arm was not 
straight and it was numb and black to 
the elbow. When it was touched it 
would crack. She could not move a fin- 
ger nor her hand unless it was done by 
the other hand. At first I thought the 
law might take her from me and take her 
to the doctor, so I allowed a brother to 
put some splinters on it, and as many as 
came and asked me to take them off for 
them to see the arm, just that many 
times I would take them off and 
let them see it. My husband was 
in Key West at the time of the wreck 
and when he came home the day after 
the accident he wanted to know what to 
do. I said, “She is yours and mine, my 
wish is to trust the Lord, now you can 
do as you will.” He said, “Well, we will 
trust the Lord then.” 

On the third day she lay in bed, she 
could not walk because of bruises on her 
legs. I took the splinters off but when 
she would sit up I would put them back 
on to keep her from moving her arm. 
On the fourth day I told my husband I 
was going to take the splinters off, if I 
put anything on it at all I was going to 
take her to a doctor, because the arm 
was not set and the splinters would let it 
grow back crooked. On the fifth day off 
came the splinters. Her arm was twice 
the size of the other and she had two 
cuts, it looked as if the bones had come 
through. I tied a piece of cloth on it to 
keep the cuts from being exposed and 
that was all that was done to her arm 
and it was healed. Unless you were told 
of its being crooked, you would never 
notice it, 

I was afraid of taking her to a doc- 
tor before eight weeks were up as they 
might want to do something to it, but 
after the eighth week a doctor came to 
one of my neighbors to see her. I took 
the child over there and told him to ex- 
amine her arm and tell me if he thought 
it was broken. He said, “Lady, the main 
bone was broken and be very careful, it 
is not too late for it to break again, if 
she hits it or falls.”

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The Training Camp, Prepar- 
ing for Battle 


What do we mean by the term “train- 
ing camp”? Our government has camps 
where it sends young men for training 
in military service, so that if war breaks 
out it will have men who can go into 
the battle and know just how to fight 
and when and how to prepare for the 
conflict. If these camps did not exist, 
other countries could come in against us 
and overthrow our government. They 
would overthrow it because it lacked 
training. To oppose the enemy the gov- 
ernment would have to draft any kind 
of person from all classes of people with 
a varying amount of training; some 
would not even know how to fire a gun. 
They would go into the battle and prob- 
ably would be overcome. 

Not only do they need to know when 

to fire the gun but where to fire it; not 
only do they need to know how to use 
their weapons but they must know how 
to be on the lookout for the enemy, hav- 
ing their eyes open and not sleeping. 
They must be willing to suffer, be will- 
ing to give their life if it be necessary. 
They must endure without good food, 
clothing, and rest. Something is required 
to be able to stand all of this. That 
something is training. 
' We are engaged in a warfare for our 
Father which is not carnal (2 Cor. 10: 
4), but mighty through God to puli 
down the strongholds of Satan. God tells 
us to put on the whole armor of God 
that we may be able to stand and not be 
overthrown by the enemy (Eph. 6:11- 
17). Also, “Study to show thyself ap- 
proved,” (2 Tim. 2:15). 

So here we are in our training camp in 
the Church of God Bible Training School 
preparing for battle. When the Lord calls 
us to battle, we can be trained and ready 
to go out on the firing line and fight the 
battle for the Lord, and when the end 
is near we can say like Paul, “I have 
fought a good fight . . .” 

We are being trained to use the wea- 
pon or the Word of God and to prove it.

Teacher Training 


The need for efficient Sunday School 
workers cannot be over-estimated. When 
one enters the commercial world for a 
career he becomes thoroughly familiar 
with every phase of his work, thus, we as 
ambassadors of the King and as laborers 
in His vineyard, should be qualified for 
the express channel wherein we serve. 

Any department or class in the Sunday 
School that is void of a learned, Spirit- 
filled instructor suffers many disadvan- 
tages and offers a vacancy that MUST 
be filled. 

In cultivating our ability to 
there are seven main principles 
serve: 

1. Adaptation. The instruction must 
be suited to the needs of the scholar. 

2. Co-operation. The teacher and the 
pupil must work together upon the les- 
son. 

3. Definiteness. Truth must be pre- 
sented in clear and precise language. 

4. System. The teaching should be ar- 
ranged in an orderly manner. 

§. Association. Whatever knowledge, 
incident, or picture that will connect it- 
self with the truth and aid in its pre- 
sentation should be made useful. 

6. Repetition. That which is to be re- 
membered must be frequently reviewed. 

7. Variety. Avoid routine plans of 
teaching and try to have something new 
in every lesson. 

The person who occupies an office in 
the Sunday School should be well versed 
in the Bible, in knowing its several di- 
visions, names and numbers of its books, 
also he should possess a general knowledge 
of the history of the Old and New Testa- 
ments. 

If one were cal’ed upon to conduct a 
Bible conference or a discussion of this 
nature, it would be needful for him or 
her to be acquainted and hold a mental 
picture of a physical map of the Old 
Testament world. 

Are you now able to locate the rivers, 
lakes, mountains, and the countries that 
we associate with the faithful patriarchs 
of old? Do you remember the call of 
Abraham from Ur of Chaldea to Haran? 
Are you familiar with the journeys of 
Jacob, the wrestling with the angel or 
Peniel and his God-given vision of the 
ladder reaching to heaven? Could you 
call to’mind the institutions of worship 
under the law; namely, the altar, the 
tabernacle, the temple, and the syna- 
gogue? 

In rehearsing this we recollect God’s 
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transcendency and immanence as a faith- 
ful guide. From the very beginning the 
altar worship was acceptable, insomuch 
that God readily received their sacrifice 
and offerings and forgave their iniquities. 

The tabernacle grew into the temple 
after the Israelites had become a settled 
-eople and had organized into a_ king- 
dom. The first temple was constructed 
by Solomon on Mount Moriah about one 
thousand years before Christ. Could you 
give the dimensions of the Holy of holies 
and tell the significance of the day of 
atonement? 

In further study of the law we take 
up the seven solemnities of the Jewish 
year, commemorating the six feasts and 
the day of atonement. 

If you anticipate a successful teaching 
career in the Sunday School, this added 
knowledge can be attained by direct con- 
tact with the Hurlbut’s Teacher-train- 
ing course now offered at the Bible 
Training School.—Laura Garrahan.

The New Assembly Ruling o 
Missions . 

Having served as chairman of the 
committee on missions at the 31st An- 
nual Assembly, I feel that brief reference 
to the rew ruling as adopted would help 
us at this time. 

In the first place, it was recommended 
“that our mission programs be given 
more prominence in our state and district 
conventions, and that our members on 
the field be rotified in time to give them 


a chance to bring or send their mission 


offerings.” 

We have noticed in the past that the 
states which went to work on some spe- 
cial plan for mission offerings, in advance 
of the conventions, were able to raise a 
far greater amount than those who made 
no previous arrangements. So it was 
thought that we all may profit by foi- 
lowing the example. This, of course, on- 
ly affects the special offerings taken for 
foreign missions, in accordance with a 
previous ruling of the Assembly. 

It was further recommended that our 


“churches and individual members who 
so desire, be granted the privilege of con- 
tributing directly to the support of any 
of our missionaries or workers in for- 
eign fields, and that such practice be en- 
couraged by the state overseers and pas- 
tors (while not mentioned, the district 
Overseers are expected to push this as 
well), all such designated funds to be 
sent through the office of the General 
Secretary and Treasurer, subject to the 
regulations of the Mission Board.” 


There has never been anything spe 
cially against this practice, but we felt 
like our folks would be freer to do so if 
the plan stood approved by the General 
Assembiy. The object in having the 
Mission Board regulate the disbursion of 
said funds was to avoid the possibility of 
any irregularities, and this should not be 
objected to, since we must not only give 
an account to man, but to God in the 
end. These offerings likewise, are to be 
classed as “special” and are to be over 
and above the 5 per cent quota previous- 
ly ruled on by the Assembly. 


There may be some who would like to 
give specially to an individual, or a 
group somewhere on the field, so for 
your consideration, I am bringing be- 
fore you worthy parties fitting both de- 
scriptions. 

The individual :n question. is Brother 
Ferrando A. Gonzales, one of our native 
pastors and missionaries in the Republic 
of Mexico. This brother is in charge of 
our central station and working in sev- 
eral outposts as a missionary. He has been 
employed as a salesman for a large oil 
company with a big salary back of him, 
but the work of the Lord has become s9 
pressing and the burden of the mission 
so heavy, that he is giving up his po- 
sition and stepping out on the promises 
of the Lord. The people there are suv poor 
financially, this humble servant of God 
wili suffer, along with his fimily, unless 
we back him up with a lictl: of our 
means, Could not a few of cur good folks 
get behind this worthy brother in this 
manner, and thus relieve the Mission 
Board of at least a part of the great fi- 
nancial burden resting upon it? 

Then there is our splendid group of 
students atterding the Bible School in 
far-off India. We are in need of a set of 
text books from the Central School in 
Cleveland, Tenn. as we want to have 
them translated into the Malayalam lan- 
guage, ard ready for the opening of the 
next term. We will have to hurry if we 
want to get help to them in time, as 
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India is a long way off—on the opposite 
side of the globe. Brother Zeno C. Tharp, 
Secretary of the Mission Board, is also 
Superintendent of the Bible School and 
can quote you prices on the text books, 
should anyone be interested in buying 
them. Then there are others who might 
want to undertake the support of a stu- 
dent in school, which can be done for 
around $1.50 per month, as stated be- 
ore. Also, I would like to state, we are 
badly in need of a better gospel-car for 
India, as the old model “T” Ford has 
about played out. Brother Cook has a lot 
of traveling to do in looking after 
around sixty-five missions. There have 
been fairly good roads opened up in our 
main field of labor, and a car is almost 
indispensable. When I was over there last 
summer, we had to hire a machine and 
the old car would nor go at all. I wish it 
were so we could get up enough money 
to buy a new one, at least a good used 
car. It could be listed as the property of 
the Church, to be used by our overseer, 
Brother Cook, in interest of the work. 
There are many other worthy ways in 
which we can help the cause by giving 
directly to our work on the various fields, 
but I am just using these cases as exe 


amples, which will give us something to 
go to work on. Remember, dear ones, we 


can pray, if we are not able to help 
otherwise, and God will reward us just

sus prayed to the Father, Here He prayed 
that they might be sanctified through the 
truth, declaring “Thy word is truth.” 
Some will say this is having reference to 
the Bible and that it is merely a setting 
apart or dedicating ourselves to the 
study of the Word of God. Let me ask, 
What is the Word of God? In John the 
first chapter we read, “In the beginning 
was the Word, and the Word was with 
God, and the Word was God. The same 
was in the beginning with God. All 
things were made by him; and _ without 
him was not any thing made that was 
made. In him was life; and the life was 
the light of men.” Here we see that Je- 
sus Himself is the Word, and in Him we 
have not only the forgiveness of sins 
or actual transgressions, but in Him we 
have sanctification. In 1 Cor. 1:30 Paul 
says, “But of him are ye in Christ Jesus, 
who of God is made unto us wisdom, and 
righteousness, and sanctification, and re- 
demption.” In Eph. 5:25, 26 he says, 
“Husbands, love your wives, even as 
Christ also loved the church, and gave 
himself for it, that he might sanctify and 
cleanse it with the washing of the wa- 
ter by the Word.” 2 Tim. 2:21, “If a 
man therefore purge himself from these, 
he shall be a vessel unto honour, sancti- 
fied, and meet for the master’s use, 
and prepared unto every good work.” 
Heb. 10: 10, “By the which will we are 
sanctified through the offering of the 
body of Jesus Christ once for all.” Heb. 
13:12, “Wherefore Jesus also that he 
might sanctify the people with his own 
blood, suffered without the gate.” Verse 
13, “Let us go forth therefore unto him 
without the camp, bearing his reproach.” 


It is indeed a reproach from a worldly 
standpoint to accept God’s holiness, and 
sanctification as a second definite work 
of grace, but will you bear that re- 
proach? Thousands have accepted this 
wonderful experience and are bearing the 
reproach offered by those who do not 
understand, or have a desire to scorn. 
But the sweetness of the blessing and en- 
joyment and satisfaction derived from 
the consciousness of knowing that you 
have been sanctified with the precious 
blood of Jesus Christ, far outweights any 
reproach that may be yours to bear. 


The Holy Ghost is given as a seal to 
those who have been cleansed by the 
sanctifying power. Paul says in Eph. 1: 
13, 14, “In whom ye also trusted, after 
that ye heard the word of truth, the gos- 
pel of your salvation, in whom also 
after that ye believed ye were sealed with 
that holy Spirit of promise, which is the 
earnest of our inheritance until the re- 
demption of the purchased possession, 
unto the praise of his glory.” Eph. 4:30.

“MISTAKSETC? 

Sin is the transgésm of the law, 
whether it be that ‘tw3f a carnal com- 
mandment, or that6f fod’s free grace. 
Then, in the Greek the are about ten 
words, all translatd ‘si? These classify 
sin in ali of its chaactéstics, However, 
while there are tw) claifications, there 
are only three gertral classes of sin; 
viz., wilful, presugptuc, and sins of 
ignorance; all thedther are relative in 
some way to one ¢ moi of these three. 
Sin, in its fullest and ftal analysis, is 
“missing the mark’ or te “true end of 
life” as it was inthe mid and purpose 
of God when Heéreatecman in His 
(God’s) image; ix, “stte of holiness.” 
Man was created fu the raise of and to 
glorify God, but thtoughhe fall we find 
him just the veryoppose. See Romans 
3:10-18. However,when ian is again re- 
deemed, washed ani cleared, he is again 
a “new creation.” 2 Cor $:17 (Greek), 
and is in the likeness “yiness) of God 
and his every aspinti.. 1 to praise and 
glorify his Creator in wod, thought and 
deed. Yet, we find this “born again” 


write 
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child of God committing ‘trespass’, being 
overtaken in ‘faults,’ making ‘mistakes’, 
and in some manner or other “missing 
the mark, or true end or purpose of God. 
Note Jas. 5:16; Gal. 6:1; Matt. 18:15. 
In this last, fault and trespass are synon- 
ymous and it is a ‘brother Christian who 
is guilty of trespass against his brother 
Christian.’ 

These sins are not wilful, neither are 
they presumptuous; necessarily, they 
must be classed as ‘“‘sins of ignorance” 
caused by human weakness and spirit- 
ual infirmities. Note Mark 14:38; Rom. 
8:26. 

* These sins are through ignorance of the 
will of God, and through failure on our 
part to seek His divine counsel. 

Now since the Bible teaches that who- 
soever committeth sin is of the devil and 
whosoever sinneth hath not seen Him 
neither known Him, what, then, _ shall 
we do with this class of sinning Chris- 
tians? Num, 15:22-29. Here is recorded 
and classified the “sin of ignorance” un- 
der the law. The transgressor is guilty 
of doing wrong, but was ignorant of the 
fact that the act committed was wrong. 
God, knowing the frailty of man, pro- 
vided a sacrifice to be offered in a case 
of this kind, whether or not the sin ever 
came to light. Heb. 7:25 and 10:14 tells 
us that Jesus is able to save to the utter- 
most; i. e., perfectly or forever, them 
that come unto God by Him (Jesus), 
seeing that He ever liveth to make in- 
tercession for them, and in Rom. 8:36 we 
find the Spirit helping our infirmities. 
Further, that by ‘one’ offering he hath 
perfected them that are sanctified. Un- 
der the Jaw there was a special offering 
for each class of sin, but under ‘grace’ 
it is ‘one’ offering for all sins. 

Now the above certainly does not look 
like, and is not, “sinless perfection” in 
its most perfect sense. For in spite of the 
fact that in the Old Testament we find 
the names of those who were said to 
have been perfect, and in the New Testa- 
ment we have the various exhortations 
and commands to “be perfect’’ and as 
“as many as are, (note the ‘4s are’, not 
the was, or will be, but as are) perfect, 
yet in Phil. 3:12-14, Paul confesses that 
he is not already perfect, but says, “I 
follow after,” reaching forth and press- 
ing toward the ‘mark.’ 

What, and where, then, is this ‘mark’? 
Answering ‘what,’ it is the mark or state 
or condition of ‘final, or perfect perfec- 
tion.” Answering ‘where,’ it is in heav- 
en. Answering ‘when’ do we reach it? 
when we pass from this world to the New 
Jerusalem. Also, answering ‘how’ do we 
reach it? by a gradual process, See Phil. 
3:12-16 and 2 Pet. 3:18. Rev. 14:1-5 
describes a company of folks who have 
reached this state, and of them it is said, 
that they are without fault before the 
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throne of God. They are redeemed from 
the earth, and from among men, and 
are now in heaven. Note chap. 3:4, also 
Eph. 5:25-27. 

WHAT THEN? 

Can we live free from sin in this life 
and world? Can we be perfect here and 
now? To both these questions we un- 
hesitatingly answer, “Yes.” 

CONSIDER 

the individual, pardoned and saved from 
actual transgressions or all known sin. 
He goes on to sanctification and the 
baptism with the Holy Ghost. He has 
lost all desire for the world and all that 1s 
sinful. His whole desire is to please God. 
The ‘old man,’ ‘carnal nature’ or inbred 
sin is purged out and he is free. Power 
is given him to live free from and above 
all sin and he does live free from all 
sin, so far as his knowledge of “‘what 
sin is” is concerned, As to premeditated 
or willful sin, he keeps himself free frora 
it and unspotted from the werld. He 
wouldn’t knowingly sin for anything in 
the world. This can be said to be “sin- 
less perfection,” but not “ ‘perfect’ sin- 
less perfection,” for now we commit 
trespasses unwittingly, and make mis- 
takes which we will not be guilty of 
when we get to heaven. What then shall 
we do with these faults, trespasses, mis- 
takes, etc? 

2 Pet. 3:18 says, “Grow in grace” 
(God’s favor), Heb, 6:1, “Let us go on 
to perfection,” and again, 1 Cor. 7:1, 
“Perfecting holiness in the fear of God.” 
This is not ‘growth out of sin into grace 
or sanctification,’ because we are already 
free from sin and are in grace. “Grow in 
grace.” What then? As we travel on in 
the Christian race, we learn more of the 
Father’s will and of how to perform it, 
of how to avoid mistakes and worries, 
and gradually, as the years pass by, we 
become more perfect, make fewer mis- 
takes, commit fewer errors, until at last 
we finally reach the goal of absolute or 
perfect sinless perfection. And all the 
while on the journey, all that we are 
unconsciously guilty of, the precious 
blood of Jesus covers. Hallelujah, bless 
His wonderful name, and we are never 
charged with them, unless the wrong of 
them is brought to our knowledge and 
we refuse to rectify them, then they be- 
come willful sin and must be repented of 
before they can be forgiven.
